Thomas funeral 
home planned 


Plans for a new funeral home 
in Granite City — the Bob 
Thomas Memorial Mortuary — 
were announced yesterday by 
Robert Thomas Jr. 

The announcement was made 
exactly one year after the 
senior Mr. Thomas’ death. The 
late Mr. Thomas was in the 
mortuary profession 35 years in 
Granite City. 

“My father’s purpose always 
was to better serve the people of 
the Quad-Cities and now, in the 
same tradition, we are 
designing this new facility and 
dedicating it to him,” the son 
commented. 

The new funeral home is to 
‘open about Aug. 1 in the former 
Maryland Mart building on the 
northeast corner of Pontoon 
Road and Franklin Avenue. 

The building is being pur- 
chased and remodeled in 
partnership with Dan, David 
and Don Partney Jr. After the 
building is completed, Thomas 
will oversee all operations of the 
funeral home. 


Renovation of the building 
will begin in the near future. A 
small building at the rear of the 
lot is to be deraolished and the 
exterior of the main building 
will be redesigned in a Spanish 
style. 

The interior furnishings will 
use a Mediterranean decor. 
‘There will be a spacious chapei 
with a seating capacity for 120 
designed to be'suitable for any 
denomination. 

There also will be three large 
state rooms designed for an 
atmosphere of tranquility, 
Thomas said.

‘The council also instructed 
City Gerk Robert Stevens to 
prepare im the city's behalf a 
letter of protest to be sent to the 
civeult judges, and in a related 
action asked Mayor Paul 
Schuler to make personal 
contact with the judges, 

The council acted after a 
letter sent by Charles W. 
Chapman, secretary of the Tri- 
City Bar. Association, to 
Alderman Everett Morlen, 
chairman of the council's Police 
Committee, was read to the 
aldermen, 
‘Chapman told the council that 
the Circuit Court propases to cut 
the present five-day-per-week 
court schedule in Granite City 
to two and one-half days. This, 
he explained, would require 
police, witnesses and others 
involved in court cases to go to 
Edwardsville for court ap- 
pearanées at a considerable 
cost of time and money. 

Council members objected 
that the cost in overtime for 
police appearing as witnesses 
would be substantial in itself, 
and that inconvenience to 
persons required to appear in 
those cases rescheduled from 
Granite City to Edwardsville 
would be extensive. Chapman 
said the Tri-City Bar Associa- 
tion ‘‘opposes any further 
reduction in court services.”” 

Chapman's letter said: 

As we aresure you are aware, 
the court system in Madison 
County and within each 
municipality of the county has a 
direct affect on the of 
this area. While Edwardsville 
is, of course, the county seat 
where a great deal of the court 
work is accomplished, in past 
years, the residents of com- 
munities within our county have 
been afforded the service of 
courts in close proximity to 
their homes. 

Sometime ago these courts 
routinely provided jury trials, 
preliminary hearings, divorces 
and other services which affect 
the citizens of the immediate 
area in which the courts were 
located. Courts have been 
established in the past in 
Granite City, East Alton and 
Collinsville for the purpose of 
providing the forum for the 
presentation of the types of 
problems outlined above 

AS you can see, the problems 
resolved by these courts range 
from major civil litigation to 
small claims matters which 
can be handled by individuals

With the energy crisis that 
has been in existence for 
sometime, and. potential in- 
creases in gasoline costs, the 
expense of the additional travel 
time will undoubtedly increase. 
Further, it will often. be 
necessary for local police of- 
ficers to travel to Edwardsville 
to present testimony in routine 
cases, which will often result in 
increased costs to the cities in 
the form of overtime charges. 

It is because of the potential 
increased costs and the actual 
reduction in services available 
that the Tri-City — Bar 
Association thought it wise to 
bring this matter to your at- 
tention.

The Illinois House approved 
128-6 Friday legislation by State 
Rep. Everett G. Steele, Glen 
Carbon Republican, to create 
procedures by which fire 
protection can be extended to 
currently unprotected. areas. 

The state fire marshal would 
be empowered to intervene and 
negotiate for fire protection 
service. If this fails, he then 
could assign an area to a 
district for two years, during 
which an election would be held 
on whether to make the 
arrangement permanent 

The bill passed, the second 
version to be this 
year, exempts municipalities 
and ‘applies to fire districts. 
Senate action is pending. 

The Senate on Friday 
defeated 27-18 a bill establishing 


collective bargaining for 
teachers. It passed a bill to 
separate SIUE and SIUC. 

On Thursday, senators 
defeated the governor's ac- 
celerated building program, 
passed malpractice lawsuit 
limitations 51-4, approved

gallery of the cathedral. 

When finished in mid-1977, the 
gallery will be 112 feet high, the 
equivalent of ten floors of a 
modern building, and will af- 
ford visitors to the cathedral a 
dramatic view of the capital, 
the national monuments and 
across the Potomac River to the 
mountains of Virginia. 

Built on the highest hill in 
Washington, the cathedral was 
begun in 1907 and is rapidly 
nearing completion, In the 
winter of 1975-76, the full length 
of the nave will finally be 
opened, doubling present 
seating on the main floor of the 
structure. 


The cathedral will thus be 
ready to accommodate the 
year-long celebration of the 
bicentennial of the United 
Statés in 1976. 

The twin towers of Saints 
Peter and Paul at the West end 
of the cathedral are scheduled 
to be topped off in 1908. With this 
goal achieved after more than 
70 years' work, the last great 
Gothic cathedral ever to be built 
will be completed. 

Washington Cathedral is the 
official seat of the presiding 
bishop of the Episcopal Church 
and the Episcopal bishop of 
Washington, but it receives no 
financial aid from the Episcopal 
Church or froth any govern- 
ment source, It is being built 
and is maintained by gifts of 
individuals, families and 
groups,

Heavy Opposition To 
Congressional Remap 

Despite recent approval by 
the Senate Election Committee, 
and sponsorship by Senate 
President Cecil Partee,| the 
proposed . fealignment’ of 
congressional districts is not 
expected to be passed in the 
legislature, 

A recently held closed-caucus 
of Republican legislators in the 
House of Representatives 
resulted in virtual unanimous 
opposition to the redistricting 
plan, 

This means that only ap- 
proximately 15 additional votes 
from Downstate Democratic 
legislators would be needed to 
defeat this proposal. This ap- 
pears likely. 

The proposed redistricting 
would everely change 
Congressional districts in 
Madison County, resulting in 
the possible’ loss of 
Congressman Findley as a 
representative in the northern 
part of Madison County 

This territory would be 
changed to include part of 
Congressman Shipley’s district. 

Or under a plan 
Congressman Melvin Price's 
district would be shifted to 
include all of western Madison 
County, under which plan he 
would lose part of the 
Field area he now repres 

These proposals deserve 
vigorous opposition in the 
legislature for the following 
reasons 

1) Unnecessary changes of 
existing distri makes it 
difficult for the average citizen 
to identify his congressman 

2) Accurate — population 
figures are not available at this 
time, in between census 
periods, to correctly reflect 
population shifts 

3) Frequent changes in 
boundaries are undesirable, 
and interfere with the orderly 
functioning of government.

ITY BILLS PASS 

Two House Bills which I have 
co-sponsored passed the House 
of Representatives this past 
week, 

House Bill 500, co-sponsored 
by Representatives Polk, Steele 
and Williams, passed by a vote 
of 123 to 16, It would curtail and 
restrict obscenity in outdoor 
movie theaters. 

The second law, House Bill 
160, seeks to alleviate unem- 
ployment in Illinois by making 
it unlawful to hire an illegal 
alien, without first requesting 
evidence of citizenship or 
proper visa information. 

This bill passed by a vote: of 
104 to 32. . 

At the present time, 400,000 
illegal aliens are employed in 
Tlinois. 

With an unemployment rate 
of 8 per cent, a number of legal 
residents ‘and taxpaying 
citizens are being deprived of 
otherwise available jobs, by 
persons who have entered our 
country or state illegally 
without proper entry permits or 
visas, 

This bill would reduce im- 
proper and unfair competition 
for jobs in our state.

Steel shipments 
down, imports up 


Imports accounted for 16 per 
cent of the nation’s steel supply 
during the first quarter of 1975 
—and their impact on domestic 
Stainless and tool steel markets 
was even greater. 

The American Iron and Steel 
Institute said during the 
weekend that foreign steel 
accounted for more than 22 per 
cent of this country's stainless 
steel supply, and more than 27 
per cent of the tool steel supply 
in the first three months of this 
year. 

During the first quarter of 
1975, domestic steel shipments 
totaled 22,613,000 tons. In these 
three months, imports reached 
4,147,000 tons. 

During the first quarter of 
last year, mills in this country 
shipped 28,790,000 tons. The 
2,549,000 tons of foreign steel 
imported during that period 
constituted less than nine per 
cent of the U. S, supply of steel. 

March 1975 steel shipments 
were 7,204,000 tons. 

First quarter 1975 figures 
show 3,054,000 tons shipped to 
automotive customers (comp- 
pared to 4,691,000 in the first 
three months of 1974. 

Shipments to steel service 
centers totaled 4,873,000 
(6,134,000), construction and 
contractors’ products 3,824,000 
(4,812,000), machinery and 
industrial and electrical 
equipment 2,278,000 (2,639,000), 


containers and packaging 
1,814,000 (2,240,000) and all 
other markets 6,770,000 
(8,274,000). 

Steel industry employment 
declined for the fifth month in a 
row during March, the latest 
month for which data is 
available; 483,400 persons were 
engaged, in production and 
marketing of steel during the 
month, 


This. was down from 
February's 491,400 figure, and 
marked the fifth straight 
decline in monthly steel em- 
ployment since November. 

During March, domestic 
steelmakers paid out $66,831,000 
in wages and salaries, bringing 
the total of such payments 
through the first three months 
of 1975! to $1,980,119,000, 

Total employment costs per 
hour for hourly employes were: 
$10.14 in March 1975, compared 
with a $9.08 average for 1974. 

Inchided are the costs of 
employe benefits,. such as 
pensions, insurance, sup- 
plemental unemployment 
benefits, the non-payroll portion 
of sayings and vacation plan 
costs, and legally-required 
payroll raxes. 

The data covers employes 
engaged in production and 
marketing pf steel and excludes 
those in mining, fabricating and 
other non-steel operations. 


Urges better security in 
moving nuclear weapons 


Expressing concern over a 
report that the security 
res employed by the 
Army and the Navy in the 
transportation of nuclear 
weapons have been lax, Melvin 
Price (D-Ill), chairman of the 
House Armed Services Cony 
mittee, has ordered the Ser 
vices to inform him of the action 
they have taken t6 improve 
security precautions, He noted 
that a recent report of the 
General Accounting Office 
reflected deficiencies in 
protection of the weapons, 
convoy security and facilities 
for convoy communications. 
“We must ensure that every 
precaution is taken to prevent 
nuclear weapons from falling 
into the hands of domestic or 
foreign terrorists,” Price said 
He added that while terrorist 
groups might not be competent 
to arm a nuclear weapon, he 
wanted to preclude any 


possibility that they might be 
able to gain. possessi 

weapon and possibly 
blackmail, or for destructive 
purposes. 

Price said, “We have seen 
that terrorists have little regard 
for life or property and will use 
any means to accomplish their 
distorted ends,” 

Price noted that the report 
praised the transportation 
procedures employed by the 
former Atomic Energy Agency. 
He stated that he believes the 
Army and the Navy should also 
adopt those practices 

He said he has directed the 
Army and the Navy to specify 
the measures they have taken to 
correct each of the deficiencies 
noted in the report. If thé ac 
tions ‘already taken by the 
services .do not provide 
adequate safeguards, Price 

id he will take legislative 
action to insure compliance.
